Development of Alberta’s Telephone 
System This Year—-Total Mil- 
age Exceeds 2,000. 


What would the people of Alberta 
do without the telephone? was a quea- 
tion which was asked last May, when 
the provincial government took over 
the entire system, but it may be ask: 
ed now with stronger emphasis, when 
it is considered what great progress 
has .been made in telephone extension 
during the summer months of the pre- 
sent year. That the department oi 
public works is meeting the needs ot 
the people for telephone communice- 
tion is abundantly shown by the many 
miles of telephone lines that heave +e. 
cently been completed, by the im- 
portent extensions that have ‘been 
contracted for and by the large num- 
ber of subseribers who have received 
the benefits of telephone service. 

A large anap in offices of the pro 
vincial telephone department at the 
parliament buildings shows, at =o 
glance, how offectively the cities,town 
and rurel communities of the provines 
have been given the advantages of tel- 
ophone communication. With the con- 
nection between Eamonton and Cal- 
gary to serve as the main line, as it 
were, there are branches and exten- 
sions running to all the centres of 
population in the province. The en- 
tire system at present comprises some 
1,400 miles of trunk lines and abou! 
600 miles of farmers’ rural lines. 1 
is possible for Edmonton to commun- 
jeate by telephone with euch distant 
points as Tloydminster, Banff, anil 
Lethbridge, and to receive messages 
from these points with perfect clear- 
ness. The longest distanee in which 
communication can be had is between 
Lioy'Iminster and Cardston, a distance: 
ol neerly 700 miles. 

Six Hundred Miles Constructed. 

Since the first of May about 200 
miles of trunk lines and about 400 
miles of fermers’ private lines hay: 
been constructed. In addition to thi- 
an extra circuit is in progress of con- 
struction between Edmonton and Cal- 
gary, and also one between Lethbridg: 
and Macleod. Of the Edmonton to 
Calgary circuit communication can 
how be had as far v= Wetaskiwin, 
while the extra line ‘between the 
southern poiuts is nearly completed. 
Other lines yeeently completed an.J 
now in daily service are from Edmon- 
ton to Penrbina and from Edmonto. 
to Brosseru and Shandro in the north 
and cast districts Of Victoria. In the 
south a new trunk. line has been com- 

leted from Lethbridge to Taber and 

n Central Alberta from Daysland to 
Sedgewick. 

It only six months ago that there 
were 35 telephone exchanges and toll 
offices in the province, whereas now 
there are 165. Taber, which bas only 
recently sequired the service, already 
has a local exehange with 60° tele- 
phones. Stoney Vlain and Lamon: 
now have local exchanges with good 
lista of subscribers. Other places 
throughout the province are beige 
6upplied with exchanges as their bus - 
ness increases sufficiently to warrant 
it. 


Farmers Are Benefiting. 

Probably no class of people in the 
province realizes the wonderful utility 
of the telephone more than the farm- 
ers. The farming communitics of Lac 
Si. Anne, Wabamun, St. Albert, Mor- 
inville, Battenhburg, Edison, Pem>ina 
and along the C, N. R. line, are put 
in communicstion with Edmonton. 
Vegreville has conmnunication with 
Shandro and Brosseau far beyond the 


Saskatchewan river, and with all in- 
tervening points. The great farm- 


ing country cast of Wetaskiwin ar 
in touch with that city by means « 
the telephone. From Lacombe lines 
run out to Gull Lake and Bentley en 
the West and as far as Stettler on tho 
Kast. Unnisfail can be reached froin 
Markerville, Penhold, Pine Lake, Kne 
Hill Valley and Lake View, From 
Didsbury a line runs ont to Neapoli- 
and Sunneyslope. Calgary las com- 
munication with all the distriets to 
the north as iar as Lloydminster, 
south as far as Cardston and west to 


Banff. Macleod can speak east to

The Automatic Exchange. 

A most pleasing feature of the tele- 
phone system of the piovince as tar 
as the Twin Cities are concerned i 
the inauguration of the conmplete auto- 
yoatic exchange giving Edmouton di- 
réct communication with Strathcona. 
This 16 a great improvement on the 
old system of grounded lines wud it 
las gteaily facilitated 
tween the two cities, 

The telephone branch of the public 
works department reports that-ousi- 
ness has inereased wonderfully on all 
the tol! lines durinig the past months 
while sme general publie bear witness 
to the act that the service has been 
greatly improved, 

The tastallation of the Chicago av- 
tomatic telephone system in Edmon- 
ton is @ very good indication of what 
a pregyessive municipal administra- 
tion can do for any city. One year 
ago the citizens were foreed to con- 
¢ent themselves with an old worn-out 
and overworked telephone system that 
properly belonged to the serap beap. 
A new syetem was promised but there 
did not appear to be any very immedi- 
wte likelihood of its ‘being promptly 
installed. When Mayor McDougall

THE CHINESE EMPEROR 
DEAD OR ONLY DYING? 


Death Has Not Been Officiaily 
Announced, Although He Has 
Been Removed to Deat! Cham- 
ber, and His Successor Appoint- 


ed—Do Empress Also Re- 
ported Bying—Conficting Ru- 
mors.

Pekin, Nov. 13.—A new ruler seated 
on the me of China; the death ef 
Kwang Tsu, who had been titular em- 
peror since 1887, and the impending 


death of Tsi An, dowager empress, 
these are the important events that 
today threw the entire Chinese em- 


pire into a fever ef excitement, Thes: 
occurrences were reported with be- 
wildering rapidity and all were sui- 
rounded with remarkable mystery. 
According to most authentic informa- 
tion from the Tmperial palace, Kwang 
Tsu died this afternoon at four 
o'clock. This has not been officially 
confirmed, however, and in fact a 
certain member of the palece entour- 
age declared that the emperor was 
still breathing at 4.30 this afternoon 
Out of the veil of secrecy that en- 
velops the palace, the one announce- 
ment of the day bearing the official 
seal were the two edicts issued at 
two o'clock, in which Kwang Tsu pro- 
claimed his brother, Prince Chun, re- 
gent of the empire, and ordained that 
Prinee Chun’s three-year old) son 
Prince Pu Wei, be prepared for sue- 
cession to the throne, thus designat- 
ing the latter as heir presumptive. 


Indication of Dissolution. 

These edicts, signed by Kwang Tsu, 
are taken as an indication that he 
was alive at that time, but shortly 
after two o'clock his majesty was re- 
moved to the death room, or chamber 
of tranquility, in the forbidden city, 
which, according to the Chinese cus- 
tom, is a sure indication of impend- 
ing dissolution, 

No one could be found at the pal- 
ace to-day who could give any 
thorized statement of what was tak- 
ing place. Numerous high dignitaries 
of the empire were in attendance, but 
most of them seemed as much in the 
dark as to actual happenings as the 
foreign officials and residents who

CANADA HOLDS 
THE WHIP HAND 


In the’ Trade Treaty Negotiations 
With France—Opposition May 
Be Withdrawn. 


Ottawa, Nov. 13.—Failing the ratifi- 
cation of the Franco-Canadian trade 
convention of last year by the French 
Senate at its present session, it ia al- 
together probable the Canadian gov. 
ernment will give a formal notice of 
the abrogation of the existing treaty 
#8 negotiated by Sir Charles Tupper 
in 1893. Under the conditions ot the 
latter treaty, Canada is practically 
peeeluded from entering into any pre- 
ferential tariff agreements with other 
foreign countries because of the 
clause in the treaty, which compels 
Canada to give to France and her 
colonies the benefits of the Canadian 
minimum tariff against any other 
country, 

In the new treaty negotiated last 
year ky Hon, W. 8. Fielding and Hon, 
L. P. Brodeur this clause was elimin- 
ated and the way was opened for 
Canada to enter into reciprocal trade 
treaties with Germany, Belgium or 
other countries, if so desired, without, 
ot the same time, being compelled to 
extend to France all the concessious 
granted these countries. The treaty 
of 1893 is of little practien) valu. t> 
Canada, the only item of export bene. 
fiting to any extent by the reduced 
French tariff being lobsters. Conse. 
quently, if the French Senate  con- 
tinues its Opposition to the new tresty, 
Canada will lose nothing by the abro- 
fration of the existing treaty and will 
be in a position to consider rec’ pio- 
eal tariff proposals next gear with 
other European powers, 

May Withdraw Opposition. 
-No definite news has been received 
from Paris as to whether or noz the 
French government can induce the

_C. F. G. Masterman, M.P., Discusses Problem of Unemployed—Can be Solved Without Revolution—John Dil- 
lon Says trish Party Has Notable Career—Rev. Campbell, Pastor of London City Temple, on Socialism— 
Says it Will Solve Modern Probiem. 


MASTERMAN ON UNEMPLOYMENT ; connection with thore commodities. 


Brilliant Young Liberal Discusses 
Problem—Can Be jolved Without 
a Revolution. 


_ Mr. C. F.G. Masterman, M.P., par- 
limnmentary secretary to the British 
Local Government Board, addressed 
a gathering of members of tho 
Manchester 95 Club recently on the 
problem of the wnemployed. 

Mr. Masterman said it was not the 
catumnies, of the Opposition nor the 
random violence of extremists nor the 
adverse results of various by-elections 
that troubled him at the present time. 
“ZT am not troubled,” he said, “by a 
inclement season in China or the farl- 
ure of demand for our commodities 
im Peru. { am troubled by those 
curious influences which sweep over 
large masses of men and which lead 
them to indulge in industrial warfare 
just at the very time when industrial 
warfare must be. most fatal to the 
general interest of the people. I am 
troubled by the perpetual problem of 
poverty, the problem of a life that 
is almost intolerable in our civiliza- 
tion, that has been my study for many 
years past, anl which from the very 
exigencies of my office 1 am now 
thrown into direct communication 
with day after day. i 

One Phase of the Problem. 

During the last few years, partly 
out of parliament and partly in par- 
liament, I have been facing what we 
call the problem of the uhemployed, 
or one phase of it—the problem of a 
variable but not excessive number of 
persons who in a time of snperabun- 
dant trade activity, with exports and 
imports unparalleled in the history 
of the coyntry, are still for some 
reason unable to obtain work. | In 
part this was due to the natural 
results of economic friction it. an in- 
dustrial society not completely — or- 
ganized, partly it was the result of 
the scourges which are not peculiar to 
this age and generation—intemper- 
anee, laziness, criminality, and all 
the various elements of physical and 
imental degeneration which are today. 
and which have been in the past, pro- 
ducing a race unfit to take its place 
in the ordinary economic fabric oi 
society. 

Today we are face to face with « 
problem different not only in degree 
but in kind, We are faced with what 
has indeed nothing remarkable about 
it, terrible though some of its result« 
may be—the problem of the ordinary 
ebb and flow of the demand for our 
commodities, an ebb and flow still 
largely inexplicable to economists, re- 
peating itself mysteriously at inter- 
ina few months, as at present, the 
ii a few months, as at present, the 
numbers of your unemployed in 
skilled trades from 2 per cent, to 9 
per cent, of the total returned. 

Twe Lines of Approach. 

Any ultimate—I hesitate to say 
solution of this great problem—ap- 
proach to a solution which we may 
make must be along two lines—treat- 
ment for those particularly unfortun- 
ste people who, when trade is pros- 
perous and every factory is employed 
at full time, are yet Jett outside the 
ordinary working of the economic 
inbrie of society, and treatment for 
those who, when trade declines owing 
to a temporary lack of demand for 
commodities,“are @hrown out of em- 
ployment, but who may reasonably 
expect in a short time once more to 
have their services required by the 
trade to which they have been train- 
ed That, of course, applies to the 
uiumate treatment of this problem 
in some large measure of social policy, 
and such ultimate treatment is im- 
possible at the far end of a long and 
exhausting session of parliament, 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr, Masterman pointed out that 
there was no ground whatever for 
suggesting that the government had 
attempted to shirk the problem ot 
dealing with “the most harassing ot 
social evils.”” When the government 
came into office the trade boom was 
on and a course was adopted which 
he+having no partictlar interest in 
eupporting the government in this 
matter—entirely believed to be a 
right course, The government = in- 
tended to give an exhaustive consid- 
vration to the whole matter when the 
result of certain experiments and the 
inquiries of the royal commission ap- 
pointed to investigate the eondicion 
uf unemployed and the working of 
the poor Jaw were ascertained, That 
course, with some reservations, seem- 
er to serve more or less while the 
trade boom continued, but at the 
moment the situation ereated by 
trade depression had to be faced. 

“Tt would be idle,”’ Mr, Masterman 
continued, “for us or for any govern 
ment to pretend that we ean gg to the 
country with any immediate poliey in 
connection with the problem of these 
who are at the present time demand- 
ing work or bread. I welcome the 
statement of your chairman (Mr, He- 
worth) concerning the blessed word, 
‘classification.’ Kveryone knows who 
is not carricd away by the rhetori¢ of 
the political platform that on the one 
hand in the ranks of the unemployed 
there is the man who is in every ree- 
peet efficient, a skilled or unskilled 
workman, temperate, thrown out of 
employment by causes over which le 
has no control, and on the other hana 
the criminal, the loafer, who never in- 
tends to do an honest day’s work, who 
is the first to rush into unemployed 
demonstration and . viten  dismally 
takes upon himself the functions of 
the unemployed ‘leader.’ Between 
these two is every variety of greda- 
tion of one or of the other, and the 
only certain faet about most of the 
figures that can be advanced is that 
the longer the time of depression 
continues without some redemptive 
action the more certainly you are 
converting, by the most effective ma- 
chinery at your disposal, the one inte 
the other. (Hear, hear.) 

“— To Bridge the Gulf. 

There is the question on the one 
hand of these mysterious, but appar- 
ently regular, periodie variations in 
the demand for commodities, ant 
therefore in the demand for labor, in 


| enemies, 


The problem. before us there is the 
question of what kind of a bridge we 
can provide over the gulf which re- 
curs regularly at the conclusion of a 
certain number of years. It is be- 
yond the power or intelligence of the 
community, is it beyond the possi- 
bilities and resources of the material 
wealth of the country, to devise some! 
scheme of insurance, or some method 
of private work which, though in the 
nature of relief work, is work whieh 
will be better for the country as a 
whole than entoreed  idieness, by 
which at least a considerable propor- 
tion of men who will be some day 
wanted back again in their own 
trades may be preserved in physical 
efficiency and self-respect over the in- 
tervening period? 1 shall refuse to 
accept a negative answer to this ques- 
tion until I have exhausted every pos- 
sible alternative. (Cheers.) 

I shall want to see called in—and I 
feel sure the government will want to 
see called in—for the consideration of 
such a large problem all those men 
of whatever party who regard this as 
a problem of serious social concern, 
and not simply a problem to be dealt 
with by the ordinary machinery of 
party politics. (Hear, hear.) 


Problem of the Unemployable. 


I will ask another question. Given 
a bridge to cross the gulf created by 
periodic deciines in trade, what are 
you going to do with these people who, 
when the factories are working day 
and night, are still protesting that 
they belong to the army of the unem- 
ployed? Well, there are many in- 
direct methods which offer possibili- 
ties at least of experiment. We aay 
diminish economic friction by mak- 
ing it possible for a minimum to be 
imposed upon the time that an em- 
ployer is demanding labor on the one 
sand and a laborer is demanding em- 
ployment on the other, We may see 
if it may not be possible to open out 
direet sources of economic wealth 
which are not opened out at present, 
in undertakings which are not unde:- 
tuken by private enterprise because 
it is not to the interest of private en 
terprise to undergo them. For ex- 
ample, there is afforestation: (Hear, 
hear.) It is not to a man’s interest— 
to a private man’s interest—to provide 
for a return which may be fruitful and 
abundant 40 cc 5O years to come. 
Then there are methids of training 
whereby we may convert the unskilled 
into the skilled, and so strike at the 
very source of that supply of casual 
unskilled labor whieh is so much re- 
cruited from the steady decline — of 
children immediately after they 
leave our elementary schools. And 
we may see how far it may be pos- 
sible to go to the great source of the 
wealth of the world, the land—and 
here TI think not only of the country 
districts but of the wasted land in the 
neighborhood of our townse—aiid ase is 
it is not possible to open up avenues 
of employment for — those who see 


modest remuneration in work — upon 
the soil, (Cheers.) 

We may ascertain if it may not be 
possible to make production itself 


more fruitfuli in the liberation of it 
from many of those monopolies and 
special interests that press upon it at 
the present time. We may consider 
very serionsly whether we are adopt- 
ing a wise course in continuing the 
operation of a poor law that is penal 
rather than redemptive, and whethe 
the spending of fifteen or twenty mil- 
lions per year on a mixing up of 
broken people, young and old, eff. 
cient and inefficient, gathered to- 
gether by chance into the regions of 
pauperism is not subject to the olt 
charge against those who have wasted 
the goods intrusted to them, ft is 
along these lines and not by running 
up the red flag and singing for «a 
social revolution that | a+k for your 
energy and patience, It is along 
these lines, and these lines alone, that 
we ean advance towards a solution 04 
the most diffieult social problem that 
eontronts not only this but every

JOHN DILLON, ON IRISH PARTY. | 


Says it has Had a Remarkable and Fruit 
ful Career—The Future Bright. 


Mr. John Dillon, M. P., addressed a 
meeting recently under the ausjices of | 
the United Irish League at the Hippo 
drome, Preston, ¥ngland. The meet-j 
ing passed a resolution reiterating iis! 
fullest possible confidence in the Ivish 
Parliamentary party. 


Mr. Dillon addressed bimself to the 
subject of the Irish party, its politi¢ 1| 
and historical record of achievement-.,! 
and its policy in the future. The Irish 
party, he said, since its creation under 
the leadershp of Mr. Parnell and Mr, 
Davitt, had had «a remarkable career. 
He maintained that in England at the 
present day they would have had no 


Labor party if it had not heen for the 
examply the Jrish party had set them, 
He thought that the Labor party lad 
still something to learn from Lrelamd 
in point of umity and policy. The Trish 
party had a striking history, and it 
had carried to his own knowledge, the 
realization of the separate nationaliiy 
of Ireland into foreign lands, where be 
fore the existence of the Parnellite porty 
Ireland was regarded, if its mame was ever 
mentioned, as simply a geographical por 
tion of England. But this was not the 
only remarkable thing. The men who 
composed ihe party were for the most part 
poor men, and that was sometimes ma 
u subject of sneers and contumely, ‘T 
represented a poor nation, and for 28 
years they had preserved their ranks un 

broken in the face of and in conflict 

with the wealthiest government of th 

world, This achievement alone was us 

paralleled in the annals of legislative e» 

semblies. In all those 26 years of bitter 

conflict no member of the Lrish party nad 
ever asked for or acoepted place or offic: 
from the Goverument of England, ard 
he said to the critics of their party that 
if they had no record of achievement to 
show by their work during the last 28 
years that fact alone would entitle ther| 
to the gratitude of their countrymen 

They had held the banner of their honor 
so high that he defied the whole records 
of the world to equal it. He reminded 
them that from its infancy the Lrish 
party had been aurroanded by a ring of 
who were bound together only 
by the great principle of a common bat

red, bodies of anen, who if they had sie 


ceeded in their fell object of destroying! 


the Irish party, would on the morrow of 
their victory have been tearing each other 
to pieces. The Irish party had survived 
all attacks made upon it. It had survived 
division im its own ranks, and it scod 
today before the world, united and more 
powerful than ever. Could there be any 
ureater condemnation, he asked, of the 
enemies of the Irish party than the spec- 
tacle witnessed during the past two years, 
when every free Parliament in the British 
empire passed #2 resolution supporting 
them in that policy, and when the Prosj- 
dent of the United States and the Gov- 
ernment of the United States declared 
their sympathy with them? 


The Conciliators. 


‘The Itish party was surrounded now, as 
it was in its infancy, by a ring of enemies, 
whom he described as a motley crew, 
a most unnatural confederaton, a sort of 
holy alliance, whose aim vas to black 
guard, calumniate, and by every means 
weaken aid destroy the party. It is a 
strange and instructive spectacle, and he 
was bound to say that he personally was 
very much impressed and encouraged by 
it. The worst thing in politics was a party 
that had no enemies. If they had no 
enemios they had no power, and if they 
had a multitude of enemies, thew they 
might be certain they were doing >ome 
good work, (Laughter and “Hear, hear,’’) 
When he saw that clamoring horde using 
every conceivable word to break their 
phalanx, he said: “The old party is alive 
and able to make its enemies squeal,” 
One new element in the crowd of enemies 
was what was called “The Conciliators.”” 
Ile had never read of any great move 
ment that was not attacked, at some 
period of its history, by the cenciliators. 
He was not sure that they were not the 
worst of all. The conciliators arrived on 
the scene when they were getting near 
vietory, and they generally tried to rob 
them of .the fruits of the ‘truggle. It 
was very different from the conciliation 
which, truthfally applied, deserved — the 
blessing invoked of old on the pence. 


He dealt with the charges made against 
the Irish party of being subservient to the 
Liberal party, deaying them most om- 
phatically. Most men, he said, who bave 
broken their pledges with the Irish parts 
have walked the plank and disappeared 
from Irish politics. In reply to the ch
